As to future 
legisla-

for Federal 
Improvements, 
the Prince stated that 
he had many promises

Well, I will say that I am not the man 
to go out seeking such things. 
I have 
always been opposed to the idea. 
Yet, 
having 
been 
to Congress,

ning to know the ropes pretty 
well. 
It might

to have the same 
Delegate go back. 
If the people want 
me 
to go back, that is for them to 
say. 
I look at the matter 
In this way. 
To send a new man to Congress 
all

MURDERED 


Shot 
Deliberately 
and Repeatedly 
Last Night. 


(From Thursday's 
Advertiser.) 
Yamasakl, a Japanese, 
was 
mur- 
dered 
In cold blood at' the corner of 
Paun.nl and River streets at 
8:G0 last 
evening. 
Ills 
murderer, 
Kansloro Tanda, laughing and joking 
over the tragedy was arrested 
imme- 
diately by Detectives 
McDufTlo 
and 
Renenr, 
who 
were- within forty feet of 
the scene of the crime, at tho tlmo of 
Its occurrence. 
The shooting was tho 
result of an alleged disparaging 
re- 
mark by the murderer about tho Japa 
nese 
clothes 
worn 
by the 
murdered 
man. 
Five shots were flred, the man 
with tho gun standing within two feet 
of his victim, although but three of the 
shots 
took 
effect. 
These 
wore 
fired 
so close to tho murdered man that his 
kimono 
caught fire. 
Tho 
murder 
occurred 
In 
front 
ot 
tho'Koma 
Hotel 
nt Pauahl and River 
streets. 
According to tho story told by 
the two witnesses who 
were arrested 
witn 
tne 
murderer, 
there 
was 
a 
wordy 
quarrel 
between 
Yamasakl 
nnd 
Tunda 
and 
the 
latter 
pulled 
his revolver Immediately and 
began firing, 
emptying 
Ills Smith 
& 
Wesson 
38 of live nhots. 
Three struck 
Ynmasnkl, 
one 
in the breust, another 
just below the heat and the third close 
to the navel. 
The latter was fatnl. 
Renear 
and 
McDufllo 
were 
In tho 
rear of the hotel 
looking 
for a gam- 
bling game when they heard the shots. 
Renear says that the first two 
sound- 
ed loud and clear, while the third was 
mufTIed, as If it had been held in the 
folds of the kimono. 
The fourth Bhot 
also sounded sharp and clear while the 
last was muffled, 
and probably took 
effect. 
The two detectives ran 
im- 
mediately 
in 
the 
direction 
of 
tho 
sounds, 
and found a crowd 
of Japa- 
nese already collected 
there. 
McDufflo 
grabbed the man with 
the revolyer, 
and Renear got tho murderer who was 
trying 
to escape through 
the hotel. 
The Injured man hod staggered In th 
direction of 
tho hotel, and 
fell just 
within the doorway. 
Two 
men, 
Ma-goro- 
and Fujumura, were taken 
in- 
to custody. 
They were tho only 
wit- 
nesses 
to the tragedy and had taken 
the gun away from Tanda immediate 
ly after the shooting. 
Yamasakl was taken to the Queen's 
Hospital 
In 
the patrol 
and 
ho 
died 
thero just at ten o'clock. 
Tanda was taken t 
the police 
sta- 
tion, together with the two witnesses. 
The Japanese was laughing and joking 
as he stood In before 
the clerk's desk 
to be searched. 
To those in the patrol 
ho shouted "Goodbye 
all." 
Ynmnsakl, 
according to the story told 
by Mngoroku, 
one 
of his companions 
during the evening, had just come from 
the 
bath-hous- 
e, 
nnd 
wore 
only under- 
clothes 
and a 
kimono. 
"Tanda, 
who 
was passing, called 
out 'Look at that 
man,' pointing derisively nt his clothes. 
Yamasakl 
came 
out 
then nnd 
said, 
'What do you mean 
by making fun of 
my 
clothes?" " 
said 
Mogoroku 
In 
n 
statement 
to 
Chllllngworth. 
"Then 
they had a wordy quarrel and Tanda, 
who was sitting 
down, 
stood 
up nnd 
said, 'Don't you know a brother from 
America?' 
Then he put his hand to his 
coat 
nnd 
drew his 
revolver, 
both 
of 
them went for each other nnd this man 
shot the other. 
I heard five shots. 
kl 
fell on the sidewalk and I grab- 
bed this man and took the revolver. 
No 
one hit Tanda." 
"Yes. I shot him." said Tanda when 
questioned 
by Deputy Sheriff 
Uhllllng-wort- 
h 
in his olllce last evening. 
"He hit 
mo 
In

eye. 
I bought the gun 
In 
Sacramento. 
I never knew thoe men 
before, they were not my friends. This 
man nnd the other two men" (pointing 
to the

witnesses)

and Jaiies D. Dole. 
Reports covering three weeks 
of the 
work of Forester Hosmer were 
read. 
One of these 
related to his tour 
of 
Kauai with Governor 
Carter. 
In this 
report Mr. Hosmer gives considerable 
data 
concerning forestry 
matters 
on 
tho Garden Isle nnd tells of a number 
of propositions mndo 
by 
plantation 
owners nnd ranchmen to create forest- 
ry reserves if they were nllowcd 
cer- 
tain land exchanges. 
Mr. 
Hosmer 
learned that, a number of private 
for- 
est reserves nlready exist 
on- - Kauai. 
Above the Llhuo plantation 
the 
Isen-bor- 
have maintained a forest rcservo 
for a number ot years, eight inUes ot 
fencing separating tho forest from tho 
grazing lands. 
Mr. Hosmer thinks this 
reserve 
should 
bo increased by 
tho 
extension of this fence 
in each direc- 
tion. 
A. 
S. 
Wilcox, 
whoso 
land ad 
joins the Llhuc land 
on 
the 
west, 
wishes 
to continue the fence so as to 
bring a portion of his upper lands Into 
tho reserve. 
Further along In the same 
direction the MoBryde plantation is in- 
terested 
in establishing a forest 
re- 
serve. 
They already have a portion of 
their land 
fenced 
oft. 
A. 
S. 
Wilcox 
offers land, owned 
by him, in back of 
Hanalei for a forest 
reserve 
In 
ex- 
change for land now leased 
to him on 
which 
the leases are soon to expire. 
A FINE FOREST. 
Mr. Hosmer says: 
"While on 
Ka- 
uai I had an opportunity of seeing the 
planted 
forests 
established 
by 
the 
Isenberg and Wilcox 
estates. 
Under 
the direction of tho Rev. Hans 
Isen- 
berg somo six hundred acres 
of 
up- 
land have 
been planted 
in 
ironwood 
and native 
koa. 
These species 
havo 
been 
planted 
pure, the forest 
being 
about equally divided between 
the two 
species. 
Tho 
Wilcox 
plantations 
are 
nearer the coast and are planted pri 
marily as windbreaks, 
to protect tho 
sugar 
from tho strong 
wind 
coming 
from tho ocean. 
The thinnings from 
these planted forests supply tho fuel 
for tho plantations." 
Mr. Hosmer notes that a borer has 
made Us appearance among tho Ka- 
uai koa forests and is attacking 
tho 
seeds of the trees. 
A SCHOOL OBJECT 
LESSON. 
"On tho school grounds of the school 
house at Hanalei," says Mr. Hosmer, 
there 
was 
seen 
somo 
Interesting 
planting which had been carried on by 
tho principal, Mr. J. C. Davis, for tho 
last five years. 
A windbreak 
of 
ka-ma- nl 
trees surrounds tho school house 
yard 
In which 
Is a considerable 
col- 
lection 
of crotons nnd 
palms, 
mnklng 
tho grounds very attractive. 
Mr. Davis 
Is to be congratulated 
on 
tho work 
which 
ho has done. 
It 
1b an object 
lesson 
for tho teachers 
of 
tho other 
country schools." 
CARE FOR EXHIBITION EXHIBITS. 
A letter was received 
by the Board 
offering

woods and fruits which was prepared 
for the Hawaii exhibit at 
St.

unions is or Isnot chunked, 
the 
nhan-donine- 
nt 
of illegal methods 
nntl the in 
tro'luctlon of a reasonable policy

these bodies, which may be very useful 
within their proper 
snheies, 
constitute 
practical 
reorganization. 
The 
Adver- 
tiser has frequently directed 
attention 
to the subject, and grntlfylng evidences 
of a desire 
for peace 
and justice nre 
now multiplying 
In many directions. 
When 
both 
capital and 
labor 
obey 
the law, 
recognize 
Individual 
business 
and 
social rights, and nre willing

by the dictates of sound reason, 
applied to unquestioned 
facts, much has 
been 
gained.

"The Union also desires to emphasize 
the fact that It has not and will not 
countenance violence or disorder on the 
part of Its members,

To those who remember 
the strike in 
San Francisco In 1901, these words,

lias long been npparent. 
So many

obstacles, 
for which there was no 
rea- 
sonable 
ground, 
that, 
In 
any 
other 
country than 
the 
United 
States, the 
great prosperity 
of the last few years 
would 
have 
been 
seriously 
The 
intelligence 
and 
patriotism 
of 


'"wage-earne- rs 
themselves, 
the 
keen 
sense of justice In the American 
public, 
and the national moralities that 
Mr. 
Roosevelt has done so much to encour- 
age, 
have 
resulted 
In 
the 
new 
and 
peaceful 
conditions

and final settlement 
of labor 
difficulties.

ity vanish, raises a very practical ques- 
tion in this Territory. 
It 
Is whether 
something might not be done to levlve 
the rice Industry In these 
Islands, but 
upon the basis 
of modern 
methods 
of 
production 
Instead 
of the antediluvian 
cultivation of that article 
which 
has 
had the outcome of failure. 
Louisiana 
produces 
rice 
cheaper than 
Hawaii, 
making It pay too, because 
the Louisi- 
ana planters employ 
labor-savin- 
g 
mat 
chlnery. 
There 
Is no doubt 
that 
vis- 
itors to the St. Louis exposition who 
take an interest in the subject wllfc be 
gratllled with a complete 
Insight 
Into 
the Louisiana 
rice Industry. 
If Hawai- 
ian sugar planters have. 
Incidentally, 
any representatives visiting the great 
fair, It would be well for them 
to make 
a special 
study of rice 
pioductlon 
In 
the Gulf States. 
There 
was not need for the Shlnpo's 
article 
to bhow 
what 
an 
Important 
auxiliary the rice 
Is to the sugar 
in- 
dustry, though doubtless 
in the palmier 
days of the chief staple of this gioup 
rice may have been rather contemptu- 
ously regarded, 
especially as an article 
of export. 
Whenever 
there has been 
n scarcity of tho article for homo con- 
sumption, 
however, 
rice has taken on 
considerable 
importance 
fiom being the 
chief pabulum 
of Chlnct-- 
anil Japanese 
laborers on tho plantations.

tury the nrchlves of all existing

ernments hnve contnlncd

the condition of the Islands, 
which have 
been nnd nre accessible 
to the privileged 
and learned 
few, and that Information 
has been popularized 
In more thnn one 
hundred 
nnd 
sixty 
different 
books, 
many 
of 
them 
ably 
and 
accurately 
written and of wide circulation. 
Some 
of the greatest travelers and observers 
of modern 
times have paid special and 
detailed attention to Hawaii. 
It Is a wise saying that, 
"Clod helps 
tho'o who help themselves," nnd while 
our population, 
old and new, could not 
ultimately 
retard, 
It 
H within 
their 
power greatly to nccelernte, 
tho prog 
ress of the Territory. 
Americanization 
Is tho prime 
necessity 
to bring It Into 
harmony 
nnd 
substantial 
correspond 
ence with tho communities 
of the main 
land, which nre now expanding In num 
bers nnd 
In wealth beyond 
all former 
experience. 
The process 
of American- 
ization 
Is necessarily slow. 
Much 
of 
the past has to be forgotten or Its 
re- 
sults greatly modified. 
The 
enormous 
preponderance 
of 
Asiatic 
population, 
while unavoidable and to a great 
ex- -, 
tent 
desirable. 
Is a material 
obstruc- 
tion. 
The existence 
In a free state- of

Is always a factor, 
to be fairly 
and fully estimated In the work of

velopment. 
In matters 
of expediency,

Tho Asiatic fact 
Is locally

How to meet the labor

to 
American 
citizens, 
Is a problem 
that 
calls for a high order of statesmanship. 
It cannot be disputed that 
the 
en- 
largement of our population, 
by the ac- 
cession of American 
citizens or of peo- 
ple aspiring to nnd qualified 
for that 
dignity, 
Is 
essential. 
Atavism means 
retrogression Instead 
of advancement, 
and the existence 
of this backward ele 
ment In all countries, 
which hnve risen 
from despotic to liberalized 
Institutions, 
Is nn observed and often repeated truth. 
The 
terms "atavistic 
force" 
and 
nntitude." or tho danger of go 
ing back to antecedent forms, have be- 
come fixed In the discussion 
of evolu 
tion, ns applied to civilization. 
France, 
lor example. 
In adapting herself to her

In the mainland press 
regarding 
the changes 
In great 
trade 
channels 
which nre liable or likely to result from 
the 
opening 
of 
the 
Panama 
canal. 
Flsk & Itoblnson, 
n firm of New York 
and Hoston bankers, have had prepar 
ed for them by Dr. J. 
V. Norton 
of the 
department 
of trade statistics 
of Yale 
University what 
Is termed an 
Indus- 
trial map of the United States, showing 
the advantage of the gulf ports, by rea- 
son 
of their favorable 
location, 
with 
leference to the Panama canal. 
It Is 
sought, 
by this graphic mode of argu- 
ment, 
to establish' 
he proposition 
that, 
ns the coast 
ports from Pensacola 
to 
Galveston 
are 
from

demand 
In China for American 
wheat and flour which 
Is predicted,

The cost of sending grain 
by rail from

west to tho

.The local campaign has thus 
far 
done little 
more 
thnn to demon 
strate that the purpose Is not a visionary 
one, which 
Is a great deal considering 
the short time It has been In operation 
and the limited 
means, not to mention 
the restricted powers, of the campaign- 
ers. 
It ought to be not only encourag- 
ing 
but 
Rtlmulntlng 
to our 
Mosquito 
Campaign 
Committee, 
the fact that 
In 
the Eastern 
States, especially 
In New 
Jersey where the necessity Is greatest 
nnd the test severest, the movement 
to 
exterminate 
the 
mosquitoes 
has 
been 
resumed 
this 
spring 
with 
seemingly 
greater vigor nnd over a much wider 
territory than before. 
An editorial 
nr-tlc- le 
In a late Boston paper gives the 
following Information on the subject: 
"The chief centre 
of 
operations 
Is 
New Jersey, 
where 
plans 
are already 
on foot for an 
to 
crusade, 
this summer, 
on a 'broader and more 
active basis than ever before. 
Ponds 
where the Insects breed will be drained 
and 
filled 
up, and the mosquito 
will 
be nttacked 
In the larvae, stage. 
Sug- 
gestive communications were 
ltcently 
sent by New Jersey's alert State 
en- 
tomologist 
to Long Branch and to Cape 
May relative to the work of extermina- 
tion at these Infested 
points.

Some Interesting fncta 
were brought 
out nt yesterday's meeting of the Hoard 
of Agriculture nnil Forestry In connec- 
tion 
with a reply 
which 
the board Is 
to forward to n mainland Inquirer con- 
cerning the banana Industry here. 
The 
board authorized 
the dispatch 
of the 
following 
letter, prepared 
by 
Messrs. 
James D. Dole and J. F. Drown, of the 
Committee 
on Agriculture:

Heplylng 
to your letter of 
March 
21st, Inquiring as to the possi- 
bilities of banana growing 
In the Ha- 
waiian Islands, we take pleasure In giv- 
ing you the following 
Information: 
In order to make the subject clear to 
you, we will nt once explain that while 
the bulk of the Hawaiian bannnas are 
grown on the Island of Oahu, and ship 
ped through the rmrt of Honolulu, 
ap 
parently 
the greatest 
opportunity 
for 
development 
of the business 
Is on the 
larger 
Island 
of 
Hawaii, 
with 
ship- 
ments through the port 
of Hllo. 
as 
nre now being shipped from Hllo 
to 
San Francisco, and also 
from 
the 
port of Kahulul, on the Island of Maul. 
From these 
points steamers do not at 
present make regular sailings more fre- 
quently than once a month, 
so the dif- 
ficulty 
Is chlelly one of transportation. 
It 
Is, 
however, 
unlikely 
that 
there 
would 
be any 
difficulty 
In 
obtaining 
transportation 
for bananas, once there 
were largo shipments available. 
From Honolulu, 
there 
are- 
usually 
from four to 
six steamers a 
month, 
and they take from 
five to seven days 
In making the passage to San Francisco. 
Taking up your list of questions, 
we 
will answer them In order. 
1. 
Tnrts 
of the 
Ave largest 
Islands 
are adapted to bananas, but commer- 
cially, at present, only Oahu, Maul and 
Hawaii. 
2. 
It Is difficult to say what the aver- 
age value of banana kind Is. 
The Ter- 
ritorial 
Government has 
disposed 
of 
such land at from 
$2.00 to $1.00 per acre, 
and 
from that up to 
$30.00 
or 
$40.00. 
Further 
Information 
on this subject 
will be forwarded to you from the Land 
Office. 
3. 
Average wages are about 75 cents 
per day. 
4. 
Labor employed 
Is chlelly Japanese 
and Chinese, the former predominating. 
These laborers are transient, 
for the 
most part, and consequently the labor 
supply is somewhat uncertain, and at 
times is rather scarce,

Most of the bananas now shipped 
from Honolulu 
are either raised In the 
close vicinity tothe city, and hauled to 
the wharves In wagons, or nre brought 
into town 
on the Oahu Ttailwny, 
from 
points along the shore 
line.

road rates from Honolulu 
run from six 
cents a bunch at twelve 
miles out,

Climate 'excellent throughout the 
Islands. 
There is little. If any fever, 
except 
In low swamp land.

Yearly rainfall 
varies, 
according 
to locnllty and elevation. 
In some 
dis- 
tricts, bananas are grown

where 
the rainfall

less 
than twenty Inches a yenr.

the strength of the Fram to withstand 
the tremendous 
strain. 
The

ST. PETERS1JURG, 
May 19.

It says it is expected the,cncmy's ships will 
take up a position

could not manoeuvre 
in March, compelling- 
them to fire from Usuri 
hay. 
The paper foresees great loss of life when the Japanese again 
shell Vladivostok. 
The authorities 
there 
have ordered 
hundreds 
of noncombatants 
to leave the city. 
Voicing the views of experts, 
the Vostochny 
Vestnik says it docs not believe a land attack will 
have a chance of success. 
JAPANESE 
FLEET 
ACTIVE. 
NEWCHWANG, May 
19. 
A courier of the Associated Press 
who arrived here shortly before midnight reports that the Japanese 
fleet was sighted from Tower Hill, ten miles north of Kai Chou, on 
Monday. 
The bombardment 
of the coast was extensive, covering 
a distance of 
twenty-fiv- e 
miles. 
Only the Japanese marines, it was 
reported, were landed. 
This, however, is not confirmed. 
The Jap- 
anese force marched several miles inland, destroyed 
four miles of 
railroad and other property, 
captured 
a Russian commissary 
train 
and returned with 
a number of carts, animals and native drivers. 
The Japanese then 
and left the vicinity of their landing 
place. 
The .transports shortly afterward could not be seen from 
Tower 
Hill, but their course was southward. 
It is believed now 
that the landing was a feint to cover movements elsewhere. 
RUSSIANS 
DISHEARTENED. 


A regiment of Russian infantry returned here yesterday after- 
noon. It was reported at 10 o'clock last night that batteries of artil- 
lery will reach here today. 
The Russians 
seem to be bewildered 
and disheartened, 
and unable to form lasting plans. 
Officers who 
left here (though 
their personal baggage remains at Ncwchwang) 
after bidding touching farewells to friends 
111 Ncwchwang, returned 
a few hours later and began directing the work of building entrench- 
ments a mile south of here. 
But this task was abandoned 
in a few 
hours. 
It is believed here that the Russian authorities at- - Mukden 
arc responsible for this vacillation. 
In addition to the recrudescence 
of military activity, the sailors 
are refitting 
the Russiajt 
gunboat 
Sivouch, 
which had been 
dis- 
mantled and loaded with wood and oil in order to destroy her, as 
well as two small river boats in the Mud dock. 
UNRELIABLE 
INTELLIGENCE. 
The Russian statements in regard to the situation are absolutely 
unreliable. 
Many Japanese spies arc here or in this neighborhood. 
One spy has been executed. 
It is believed he was an officer in the 
Japanese 
army. 
A correspondent 
of the Associated Press made an attempt to 
reach Kai Chou but was, stopped by Russian scouts and compelled 
to return to Ncwchwang. 
The Russian civil authorities 
here are making desperate efforts 
to induce the Chinese Guilds to take over the municipal 
govern 
ment of Ncwchwang, 
but the Guilds do not show any disposition 
to do so. 
The Chinese here haye ceased displaying the Russian flag. 
BANDITTI 
RAMPANT. 
Bandits continue capturing rich Chinese, holding them captives 
until ransoms arc paid.' '(The Chinese victims make no complaint, 
fearing assassination. 
Ncwchwang 
is filled with bandits armed with 
rapid-fir- e 
pistols, 
concealed in their garments. 
There are unconfirmed 
reports that the Cossacks continue 
to 
harass 
the rear guard of the Japanese 
army advancing 
from the 
Yalu river. 
THE 
CZAR 
CONFIDENT. 
KREMENC1IUG, 
Government of Poltava, Russia, Wednesday, 
May 18. 
During his review of the forces bound for the Far East, 
today the Emperor, addressing 
the troops, said: 
"I am certain, in memory of the fight, that the qualities of the 
regiment celebrated for its defense of the Shipkc pass will be abun 
dantly realized on the campaign on which they are now embarking.
